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FOREWORD 

The material in this manuscript consists of a detailed analysis 
of the managerial aspects of home making on the farm. The study is 
concerned primarily with those functions in home-management procedure 
that involve the making of choices or determinations when optional 
Situations are confronted. The various Situations in which a farm 
home maker performs managerial functions are indicated. 

This study is not concerned with the routine physical practices 
of home making, such as have already become fixed by continued use, 
although it is realized that the efficient performance of these func- 
tions is essential to a well managed home. 

In making this study the author recognized that wide differences 
exist among farm families in their economic and social status and in 
the ideals and capacities of different home makers for managing a home. 
The practices followed by a farm home maker who ranks above the average 
in these elements have been assumed and used as a guide in determining 
these activities. 

This study is especially directed to home-economics extension work. 
It should serve a useful purpose among home-management extension spec- 
ialists and home-economics extension ae in the development of a 
home-management concept. The analysis should offer many valuable 
suggestions for the selection of important subject-matter content in 


the development of a county home-economics extension program. 
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INTRODUCTION 
Purpose 
The content of this circuler is the result of a study of home 
meking on the ferm. The study was undertaken with an aim of develop- 
ing something that would be helpful to extension workers in home econ- 


omics who ere responsible for the content of projects embodying the 
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Menegeriel aspects of farm home making.. Guided by this sim, efforts were 
directed towerd indicating the situations in which e farm nome meker exer- 
cises her essential menageriel functions.. An enelysis of the situations 
thus revealed is presented here. 
Procedure 

In this study ettention wes focused upon the efforts end responsi- 
bilities of farm home makers. Inquiries end observations were mede con- 
cerning the home maker's activities in utilizing her resources for home 
making expenses end in influencing relationships in the family. Neither 
the problems in locating a home nor the options in erecting a dwelling 
were considered. 
. The individual prectices of home mekers differ quite widely in the 
more detailed aspects, due chiefly to differences in the economic end sociel 
status of farm femilies end to differences in the ideels and cepecities of 
home makers. The prectices of a group of farm home makers who rank decidedly 
above the average upon an economic end sociel stetus end individual capacity 
besis ere looked upon as representing a stendard of excellence which might 
well be teken by home economics extension workers, es en objective in their 
efforts to improve farm living. Hence, the position of e ferm home maker, 
who renks within this upper group, with children of her own to care for 
was assumed for the purpose of trecing her ectivities. 

A home maker is in a sense a composite person. She has definite 
responsibilities in her home as a wife, a mother, e housekeeper, and a 
teacher. In her community she has responsibilities as e citizen. Her duties 


and responsibilities in her home and her individual perticipation in com- 
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munity effeirs are oueeiiopeniente. If the members of the family are to 
heve the greetest opportunity Vv lipey Ve ase highly essential thet the 
exer ov ‘the Semaine unite in their efforts in building up community 
standerds and in maintaining them on a high level. The ferm. home meker's 
first responsibility is for the welfere of her femily within the house- 
hold,. Due to this interrelation of home life and community life her re- 
sponsibility does not end here but extends into the community. 

Ferm home making involves the execution of two clesses of functions; 
first, the execution of physicel manipulations in routine housekeeping 
technique; and second, the meking of mental determinations when optional 
situations are confronted. Much of the home meker's work is done in a 
routine menner in eccordence with practices that have become more or less 
fixed or habituated by continued use. In these practices a chenge from the 
reguler wey of doing a thing seldom enters the mind of the home maker. 
Though these fixed ways of executing physical menipulation in housekeeping 
technique ere importent from the standpoint of efficient home mking, this 
enalysis does not dwell upon them. It deals primerily with the second type 
of the home maker's functions - the meking of mentel determinations in 
optional situstions, in so far as they are separable, 

The following illustrations of the two types of household work may 
more cleerly show the distinction. A housekeeper of some years experience 
mey have arrived at a definite wey of washing windows. She goes ebout the 
job in the same manner each time she washes windows, using the seme equip- 
ment, the same cleaning substance and the same physical manipulations. She 


may not deem it worth while to study the situation through for the purpose 
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of learning a better way to wash windows because she is satisfied with the 
efficiency of her method and continues to follow it. When she has the job 
of curtaining windows the situetion is very different. Here she must exercise 
her thinking power and make choices. She hes optionel situations confront- 
ing her. She has an option in the types of curtains from which to choose, 
in the kinds of fabrics suitable for curtains, in whether she will make the 
curtains herself or buy them ready to hang end in buying the curteins or 
material. She considers each alternative confronting her in the optional 
Situations and selects among them. It is hardly conceivable that such a 
job as curtaining windows with new curtains would ever become a fixed 
practice for the home meker. The latter task is a typical example of a 
home maker's menagerial functions with which this analysis deals. 

For achievement in maneging a home, one mast have in mind ideals in 
standerds of excellence toward which to go. The home meker must make her 
own plans for operating her home in view of her own situetion with regard 
to the members of her family, her economic and social status and her own 
ideals and desires concerning stendards of excellence for femily living. 

In the end the degree of her managerial attainment will be limited largely 
by the economic end social influences or resistences she meets and the man- 
ner in which she copes with them. From this point of view, a besic fundo- 


mentel managerial concept may be concisely expressed as follows: an individ- 


ual's etteinment in menaging a home results from that individual's voluntary 


strategy in contending with the challenging resistance she meets in the 
undertaking. 
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A sad home thanager makes thoughtful plens for her work. In some 
cases these plans will be for immediate Gy while in others they may 
be for ulterior purposes. She imagines situations or comditions which she 
hope to realize in the future. She mekes her plans accordinglyi Her plens 
are in the nature of a forecast whether the ends are immediate or more re- 
mote. Past experiences and heppenings are evaluated in the light of the 
peceante There is an alertness to eny changes going on or new conditions 
coming up which may heve a bearing on the success or feilure of manageriel 
plans. An edroit maneger readjusts her plens, if necessary, to meet the 
development of new or changed conditions. In managing e home both human 
beings and material things are reckoned with in their reletionships. A 
good home maker uses her best judgment and greatest power of insight in 
managing her home. 

With this interpretation of management as a background, an effort 
was made to dissociate the home maker's menageriel responsibilities into 
optional situations of such magnitudes as wuld present a reasoneble pos- 
SibLlivy.. or thinking through end arriving at fairly precise mental deter- 
minations. The optional situstions have been designated in this enalysis 
form es en inquiry. An options] sitvation implies thet there is a set of 
alternatives present from which a selection mey be mede. <A group of possible 
elternetives hes been worked out for erch optional situetion presented in 
this report end is listed under a heeding alternotives. In each optional 
situation the heme meker confronts, she finds certain facts, conditions or 
forces exerting a determining influence upon her selection among the elterne- 


tives in the group. She should be ewere of these, if she is to moke a wise 


choice emong the elternatives she feces, Such of these influences which atta 
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heve been recognized es effective, have been stated in an abstrect form and 
classified «s determinant elements in this enelytical scheme. Under this 
classification will be found references to influences such es the home 
meker's personal ideels of excellence, her pest experiences, her observations, 
her attitudes, certain ideels end capabilities of other members of her frmily, 
her own capacity the economic end sociel stetu of the femily, appliceble dete 
from surveys, investigations and research, end experience others heve hed in 
a similar situsetion. The main divisions end subdivisions of the subject were 
made largely as a metter of convenience, A clearer understending of the 
method of grouping and classification arrengement mey be geined by referring 
to the body of the analysis. 

At the outset of this undertaking the life scheme of the essumed ferm 
family was first thought through from the standpoint of the position end 
responsibilities of the home maker. Her manageriel responsibilities were 
isolated end clessified according to the scheme of enalysis used. With this 
classificetion as a basis, interviews were held with a lerge number of ectual 
ferm home mekers who are estimsted to rete ebove the averesze. The date ob- 
tained in these interviews were used in cheeking up the original anelysis for 
feults or omissions. Interviews were also held with a lerge number of state 
extension specialists end field workers in home economics. Many veluable 
criticisms end suggestions were received in these interviews. The final 
analysis is essentielly an ebstrect scheme of life of a farm femily. Figure- 
tively, it is a blue print of a farm femily life scheme in which reelity is 


shown. 
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Possible Applications 


The use made of this malysis will depend lergely upon the apprecia- 

tions developed in the minds of those to whose attention it is directed. 
The following ere some of the ways in which this enelysis my serve: 

1. As en aid in developing 5 fundamental menageriel concept applicable in 
home management work. 

2. To show scope end content in the home management phese of home economics. 

3. As a basis for developing an extension program for farm women. 

4; As a basis for developing all extension projects in home economics. 

5. As an aid in coordinating the separate projects of the several speciel- 
ists in home economics extension work in a state. 

6. As a basis for course content in home management college courses. 

7- As a background for similar studies’of a more specific character. 

8. In revealing a need for certain lines of research work which will 


be of practical value to farm home mekers.
